ried out before thie death of the 
late Dr, Sun Yat-sen, The latter 
part of his address wus devoted to 
the measures taken to free Kwang. 
tung from the baneful clutches’ of 
militarism, with the hope of even- 
tualiy freeing the whole country of 
“ this curse, He ' defended the 
policy of the Government, saying 
that in aecuring the co-operation of 
the penpie it is doing the right 
thing in order to effect the neces- 
sary reforms; that the agitation 
among labourers and farmers re- 
presented the voice of the Chinese 
peopie for nn annulment of all 
“unequal treaties, and for the res- 
; toration of Customs autonomy, such 
agitation being for the benefit of 
the whole of the Chinese people, 
and in no wise conflicting with 
i the interests of merchants; that 
_ the resourses and productivity of 

China have been reduced to a state 

bordering upon national bank- 

ruptsy, and that the Government is 

‘left-with no other alternative but 

to save and ‘protect the lives and 

properties of the people; and that 
to be on the most friendly terms 
with the Soviet ‘Government was 
the natural outcome between two 

‘nationa on an equal footing with 

the same aspirations and ideals. 

.In this connedtion he said it was 


a mistaken idea on the part of those 
who are unacquainted with the in- 
ner workings of the Government 
that M. Borodin is assisting the re- 
vglutionary cause or was cmployed 
in any other capacity than that 
of an adviser, for although he had 
“a’sent on the Council of the Com- 
mittee of Political Affairs, ho had 
no voting power, and, therefore, 
there was no Ilkelihood of. his ever 
getting tho power of tha Govern- 
ment Into his hands.

“XMAS. MISHAP.

VESSEL ‘SAFE’ 


A Christmas morning adventure

People in Hongkong, who live 
under the protectién of Great Bri- 
ain, should pay ;no attention to 
such nonsense, They should treat 
it with the contempt it deserves. 
Now you two have been’ stupid 
enough to cach. have a copy of 
this pamphlet on your persons. 
I am prepared to bélieve that your 
action was due rather to foolish- 
ness than to deliberate criminal 
intention. I hope: you will not err 
again in the same: way.” 

His Worship imposed a fine of

FRENCH BUDGET PLAN 
OUTLINED. 


. BUSINESS LEVY: 


: Paris, Dec, 29. 
The Ministerial “ Council has 
reached an agreement, and M. 
Doumer has been authorised: to 
table his financial proposals in the 
Chamber, : : 
M. Doumer estimates a deficit 
the 1926 Budget 
thousand million francs, including 
2,500 million for amortisation of 
the public debt and two thousand 
million for repayment’ of the Bank 
of France’s advances _ to the 
Treasury.

The new taxes proposed by M. 
Doumer are indirect taxes. The 
Radical. members of the Cabinet 
are opposed to an increuse in in- 
direct taxation, on the ground that 
it bears unfairly upon the. poor. 
M. Doumer opines that three 
milliards‘of M. Loucheur’s taxes, 
which he is incorporating in “the 
1926" Budget, will form the high- 
water mark of direct taxation, and

WOMAN AND OPIUM. 


A $10,000 FINE. 


A charge of being, in possession 
of 106 taels: of opium was pra- 


ferred against. a Chinese woman} 


at the Central Police Court this 
morning, before Mr. R. E, Lindsell. 
Mr, C. A. S. Russ appeared for the 
defendant. : 

Mr. J. D. Lloyd, Superintendent 
of the Imports and Exports Depart- 
ment, in outlining the case, said 
from information received, a visit 
was paid to No, 62, Lower Lascar 
Road, second floor, and, as the ‘res 
sult of a search in the cook house, 
the opium was found under a loose 
tile. The defendant was in the 
kitchen’ at the time, and she did not 
hesitate to admit that the opium 
velonged to her, and was receiving 


.20 cents per tae! for storing ‘it for 


aman.’ She had been given oppor- 
tunities to produce the man, who 
was a seaman, but .he had not 
appeared. .She told them she-had 
children to look after, and very 
little to eat. 

After Revenue Officer Beatty had 
corroborated the above, Mr. Russ 


‘naked him if the coolhouse was for 


the use of the whole of thé tenants, 
replied ‘the 
affirmative. . : 


A Chinese police constable said 
the defendant admitted, in his pre- 
ences, that the opiaa belonyed to 
her. She had also stated ‘that 
someone brought:thée”opium to her 
and asked her to keep it for 20 
cents per tael. 


A police interpreter said ‘that 
when he charged‘the defendant, 
she replied: “The opium is mine.” 
In reply to Mr. Russ, he denied that 
she said “I know nothing about it’ 

The defendant, in the witness 
box, said she had been keeping the 
opium for a man, but did not know 
it waa opium. A man named Chan 
had been living at the house a’ few 
days ago, but he had gone, and had 
not been found. 


_ Mr, Rusa said it was extremely 
likely that, what the woman said 
was right. It was obvious that she 
did not’ own the opium. “That is 
the worst of these cases,” he added, 
“the more unfortunate people get 
éaught, and the prime movers get 
away so often.” . 


Mr. Lindsell said he did not be- 
lieva defendant was the principal, 
and he was quite prepared to be- 
lieve what she had told them.

Tho Nuisance of Typhoons, 


| In his annual report, the Super- 
intendent of the Botanical and 
Foresty Department states: : 

. The . rainfall, which totalled 
105,61 inches during the whole 
year, was genorally favourable to 
doth gardening and forestry opera- 
tions during the fourth quarter of 
the year when the gurdens- usually 
suffer from more or less severe 
drought; the heavy, rains were 
particularly beneficial, 

Signals indicating the’ prox: 
imity of typhoons were hoisted 
fourteen times.during the year and 
the whole of the pot plants in the 
Botanic Gardens had to be carried 
into shelter on several occasions;

). In September the roses on the 


cust side of the “Rosebed Terrace” 
were all lifted and planted else- 
Where; the vacant beds were filled 
with winter annuals; the western 
side will be similarly treated and 
this will enable the whole area to 
be continuously planted with win- 
ter and summer annuals, 2 

The shrubbery behind the aviary 
was entirely removed and the area 
covered. with turf; adine of Mauric 
tius- Palms (Chrysalidocarpus 
lutescens) was planted to screen 
the back.wall of the aviary, This 
has very much improved the, ap- 
pearance of the Old Garden. Two 
old and badly shaped trees - of 
Viburnum oboratissimum whieh 
xtood on either sidé of Sir Arthur 
SXennedy's statue were’ removed 
and replaced by two Bay Trees 
(Laurus nobilis) obtained from 
Japan, * 

.Two young trees -of Aleurites 
montana were planted at the corn- 
ers of the “Rosebed Terrace” to re- 
place the two fine specimens of 
Heteropanax fragrans — which. 
formerly stood here, 

Troublesome Caterpillars, 

Grass” caterpillars fortunatety 
were not yery troublesome during 
the autumn; these pests were treat- 
ed with a solution of Joyes' Fluid, 
which at present jis the only 
known cure, ; 

Large numbers of lasers and 
cuttings were taken from Bauhinia 
Blakeana and other hard-wooded 
trees in both gardens; in the Pot 
Nursery many thousands of cut- 
lings of various plants were grown 
and potted, also seedlings of the 
rare trees and those which require 


{shelter during the eariy stages of 


thelr. growth, ‘ 

The’total number of trees, shrubs 
and pot plants sold during the yeur 
was 4,739; of these 722) were 
Maiden-hair Ferns, 

Mountain Lodge Groands~The 
creeping Ficus which "were badly 
damaged by the 1923 typhoon have 
toa great extent recovered and are 
rapidly covering the retaining wall. 
Azaleas’ (Rhododendron 
indicum) in various parts . of» the 
grounds flowered jell; since the 
passing of the Ordinance which 
prohibits the possession and sale of 
‘flowers of all Azaleas those in 
these grounds have suffered little 
from the depredations of flower 
hawkers ‘and the improvement in 
their general growth is noticeable. 

Blake Garden— Increagingly 
large numbers of visitors now 
make use of this garden and some

An Ear and a Moustache. 


Arraigned on three enarges 
arising out of a piracy committed 
on the steam launch Po On while 
the vessel was on her way to Win 
Ha in the Nam Tau district, a 
Chinese was. yesterday sent by 
Mr. BE. W. Hamilton at the Kow- 
loon Magistracy, to take his trial 
at the criminal Sessions. The 
charges were (1) participation in 
an armed robbery, (2) kidnapping 
passengers and holding them for 
ransom and (3) unlawful posses- 
sion. of a revolver, 

‘Further evidence of the oveur- 
rence was given’ by other victims 
who had. since been released, and 
all but one of the witnesses identi- 
fied the prixoner ag being one of 
the men who produced revolvers 
‘when the ship waa commandeere4 
at'oin oat. All witnesses spoke 
of being ill-treated by the pirates. 

The. cur of one of the victims 
was cut off, while another man 
had his moustache shaved ¢ J. 
The ear and moustache were sent 
to the respective homies of the 
owners tv expedite athe payment 
of the ransom. The prisoners 
were also obliged to write letters 
to their relatives requesting the 
money to be sent, immediately. 

Statements, made by the de- 
fendant when charged at the 
Water Police Station after his 
arrest, in which he said that he 
was forced to join the pirates and 
hold the passengers ‘for ransom, 
were produced in evidence, but 
the prisoner making 2 statement 
before being committed by the 
Magistrate, denied all knowledge 
of the piracy. He stated that he 
was falsely accused and was never 
among the gang of" pirates on 
board the Po On.

Tuberculosis. 


The white scourge still con- 
tinues to exact its-heavy toll of 
lives in Hongkong, for the fact is 
disclosed in.the reports published 
far 1924 that during that yoar 
tubercular diseases .of various 
types resulted in no fower than 
2,358 deaths, whichis the highest 
mortality registered for the nine 
years regarding which figures 
are given. Of these, 269 were of 
infants under one year, but the 
highest incidence was in the case] 
of Chinese between the ages of 
25 and 45 years, of .whomn na 
fewer than 750 succumbed during 
the twelve months. In relation 
to the total-deathk amongst tho 
Chinese community, Yhe  per- 
centage of deaths from tubercular 
diseases was 15.7. ' What is 
oven more striking, however, 
is tho fact that the total, deaths 
of Chinese from respiratory dis- 
eases came to no fewer than 
5,037, or 39.4 per cent. of the 
total deaths amongst the Chi- 
nese community. These figures 
are cloquent of the havoc played 
by diseases which are in large 
measure spread by overcrowding 
and by the objectionable habit of 
promiscuous spitting. The worst 
of it is that poople in the grip of 


‘the disease move freely amongst 


their fellow-men and in many in- 
stances aro either unable or dis- 
inclined to adopt methods of 
living which would’ help them in 
resisting the inroads on their 
health. Moreover, there is no 
sanitarium treatmant available 
in Hongkong, « shortcoming 
which will havo to bo*faced one 
day if the health: of the com- 
munity is to ve sufegnorded. ~

“Tho most coveted fruit of the 
Malay junglo is the durian. 
Sometimes whole villages fight 
and slay one another over the 
possession of the fruit of a single 
troc. A durian tasts to me like 
a mixture of sweet custard, 
turpentina, and rotten onions. 


“Tho most amazing animal is 


the native fish which is scldom 
seen inthe wator. I saw one 
come out of a holt in the ground; 
hop, skip, jump, end walk up to 
a tree, climb-up, and deliberately 
wink its eyes at moe. The fish 
seem to fool the heat, bocause 
one can,sce them walk down 
from the treesund walk to the 
pools, where they will take 
shower baths. This fish has been 
named by scientists - -the 
“periopthalmus,” or Funny Fish.
